DIRECTORS’ REPORT. 


The following is the directors’ report to he 
presented at the second ordinary general meet- 
ing to be held at Winchester House, Old Broad 
Street, on Thorsday, the 30th day of Jaguary, 
1908, at 12 noon — 


The Board lay before the shareholders the 
accounts for the sixteen mouths from the $0th 
June, 1906, to the Sist October, 1907. The 
financial position in Egypt during the first sia 
moaths of last year induced the Board notte 
press for the calls outstanding at that time, 
and the financia! year has been broaght ap to 
the Sist October, so as to give fuller informa- 
tion as to the capital acoovnt. The amount dae 
for unpaid ealls oo that date was £14,280. The 
accounts show that of the assets of the Com- 
pany £233,306 i8s. lid are represented ‘by 
land. The lands at present held by the Com- 
pany have cost £137,992 lis Lid and the 
sums payable to the Company atid secured on 
land amount to £96,314 7s. With the excep- 
tion of two blocks of building land at Khartoom 
to which the recent public works there under- 
taken will probably give increased valve, all 
the lands held by the Company are at Cairo 
and Alexandria aod are favourably situated. 

Besides the £233,307 represented by land 
the other investments comprise bonds and sha. 
res. The Board seeing the difficulties which 
were arising from the active speculation in land 
at Cairo and Alexandria thought it desirable 
to spread a portion of the investments elsewbe 
re, and they purchased bonds issued by a Com- 
pany operating concessions secored by law 
which were granted by the Mexican Govern- 
ment. These bonds are yielding about 7 1/2 per 
cent. on the purchase price besides a bonus in 
stock. The other and smaller investment is a 
holding of shares in the Corporation of Wee 
tern Egypt. The Directors do not here enter 
on the large question as to land valees in 
Egypt, except to say that the land held by the 
Company has heen carefully selected, and was 
purchased in each case at moderate prices, and 
they see no reason to doubt that these blocks 
of land will be profitably realized on time being 
afforded to allow the land market to resume 
normal values.) The Board, after the crisie in 
the land market, caused the principal proper- 
ties of the Company at Cairo aod Alexandria 
to be revaloed by an independent expert va- 
luer . and these lands in the altered conditions 
were valued at more than the purchase price : 
while with respect to the cases in which balap- 
ces of purchase money are outstanding the 
Company bave a substantial margin as they 
have already received instalments aggregating 
over 65 per cent. of the original cost to the 
Company. In the present conditions the Board 
propose that the preliminary expenses amoun- 
ting to £9.752 17s 9d, be written off the ba 
lance of Profit and Lose Account, and that the 
remainder, less the interim dividend of £14,000 
or £14,570 18. 5d. be carried forward The 
auditors, Messrs. Annan, Deter and Co., retire, 
and offer themselves for re-election.

THE TANZIM AND HELOUAN 


The roads and streets are quite neglected, 
and ever since the Municipa! Commission came 
toan end and the Tanzim Department took 
the town in its charge, the state of affairs has 
been far worse. Some people complain because 
Mr. Curtis is hardly ever seen in Helooan, al 
though he is the official wh» is nominally 
responsible fur the present state of things. But 
we understand that this excellent official is too 
overworked to pay much attention to Helouan, 
as being Chief Engineer of the Ghiteh Water 
works, his time is too much occupied to look 
after Helovan Therefore what is wanted at 
Helouan, so far as streets, roads and lighting 
are concerned, is that there should bs a 
responsible official there to whom al! complaints 
should be addressed. Now nobody in Helouan 
knows to whom to apply and the result is that 
the town is allowed to remain without any re- 
forms save those introduced by the Railway 
Company or the Hotels. It would hea wise 
step to transfer the headquarters «f the Ghizeh 
Moadirieh to Helouan, for that Moudirieh em 
braces both sides of the Nile, and (ihizeh is far 
less an important centre than Helouan, for in 
the latter town many hundreds of thousands of 
pounds have been invested and it is the only 
health and bathing resort, in the strict 
sense of the term, in Egypt It is visited an- 
noally by thousaads of tourists and the Egyp 
tian Government ought to do its utmost to 
promote the development of this beautiful 
suborb of Cairo. 


THE NILE ROAD. 


Year after year passes and annually we 
try to impress the Tanzim Department with 
some idea of the elementary duties which it 
owes to the Egyptian public. A striking case 
in point ie the road aniting Helovan with 
the Nile. Every year we have published 
letters of complaint on the subject of this 
road. No attention is paid to this sabject 
and because the authorities bere are so little 
amenable to pablic criticism it is not likely 
that anything will be dune The road is the 
only promenade and drive for the numerous 
inbabitants and tourists at Helovan. It is 
three kilometres in length and affords » 
charming and most picturesque drive When 
the late Khedive lived st Helovan this road 
was a fine avenue, bordered with trees. To-day 
after fifteen years of Baropean control three 
quarters of the trees have disappeared or degene 
rated on account of neglect by the Tanzim De 
partment. As an illustration of the careless way 
in which the Government deals with Helouan 
we may cite the following instance. A year ago 
a Company applied for a concession to work 
an efheient tramway service between Helowan 
and the Nile Up to date not even » reply bas | 
been vouchsafed to this request. Un the other | 
hand the condition of the road has been | 
seriodsly aggravated by the fact that Mr 
Landon, Inspector of the Irrigation Service, 
granteda private individeal the nght to run 
a tramway along and across the road The 
rails are so very badly laid that al! vehicles | 
and automobiles have to ve alowed down in 
order to pass over them and this innovation is 
a source of inconvenience and danger to every 
body, who makes use of this thoroughfare

THE CONDITION OF MACEDONIA 


Colonel Verand, thecommander ot the Prench 
section of police and gendarmery in Macedonia, 
in an interview with a correspondent of the 
“Temps gives a pessimistic view of the situa 
tion, which is generally reported officially as 
being bighly satisfactory He says that in the 
meetings between all the foreign commandants 
under the presidency of 
General (horgis, they unanimously agreed 
that the resulta obtained were far from 
adequate to the labour expended, and tha 
they had embodied all the desiderata in a me 
morandum to the Ambassadors at Conetao 
tinople. At the same time, Colonel Verand 
is of opinion that the authorities, after five 
or six years, are beginning to understand 


what services the gendarmery might render, 


and, thanks to the patience and perseverance 
of the foreign officers, they are leaving off 
using the gendarmes for any odd job needed 
The worst feature isthe fratricidal straggle 
between Greeks and Bulgara, which they are 
powerless to put an end to, and whieb has 
amounted at last toa general vendetta At 
Colonel Verand’s suggestion all the com- 
mandants bave begun to draw op and ex- 
change monthly lists of murders im their 
respective sectors. Here is the November 
total .
